Although the non-unionist was old and grey, he was carried off to the institute, where he was 
seized by a mob of howling women, who dressed him out in a white shirt and old hat trimmed with many coloure2 ribbons. The old man was then 
marched through the streets, à hugecrowd following and singing ‘‘ Whe kilied Cock Rebin?” Ultimately the police rescucd the man from his tormentors.

Whole streets of slum-dwellers migrate in a body at this time 

of year, to spend the next few weeks ‘‘ roughing it” in caravan, tent, or temporary shelter. In many hop-fields huts are provided for the 

pickers, but they are hot and crowded, and many families prefer to erect a shelter in the open air. Hop-picking is not a holiday, but, on the 

contrary, very hard work, but an industrious family can make several pounds a week whilst the season lasts. Many families start with the 
fruit-picking in the early summer and stop on for the harvest and the hops,
